Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 2

That the following sums are appropriated, out of any 3

money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the 4
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fiscal year ending September 30, 2005, and for other pur-1

poses, namely: 2

TITLE I—DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE 3

GENERAL ADMINISTRATION 4

SALARIES AND EXPENSES 5

For expenses necessary for the administration of the 6

Department of Justice, $124,906,000, of which not to ex-7

ceed $3,317,000 is for the Facilities Program 2000, to 8

remain available until expended: Provided, That not to ex-9

ceed 45 permanent positions and 46 full-time equivalent 10

workyears and $11,078,000 shall be expended for the De-11

partment Leadership Program exclusive of augmentation 12

that occurred in these offices in fiscal year 2004: Provided 13

further, That not to exceed 26 permanent positions, 21 14

full-time equivalent workyears and $3,305,000 shall be ex-15

pended for the Office of Legislative Affairs: Provided fur-16

ther, That not to exceed 15 permanent positions, 20 full- 17

time equivalent workyears and $1,990,000 shall be ex-18

pended for the Office of Public Affairs: Provided further, 19

That the latter two aforementioned offices may utilize 20

non-reimbursable details of career employees within the 21

caps described in the preceding two provisos. 22

JOINT AUTOMATED BOOKING SYSTEM 23

For expenses necessary for the nationwide deploy-24

ment of a Joint Automated Booking System including 25
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automated capability to transmit fingerprint and image 1

data, $20,000,000, to remain available until September 2

30, 2006. 3

INTEGRATED AUTOMATED FINGERPRINT IDENTIFICATION 4

SYSTEM 5

For necessary expenses for the planning, develop-6

ment, and deployment of an integrated fingerprint identi-7

fication system, including automated capability to trans-8

mit fingerprint and image data, $5,054,000, to remain 9

available until September 30, 2006. 10

LEGAL ACTIVITIES OFFICE AUTOMATION 11

For necessary expenses related to the design, develop-12

ment, engineering, acquisition, and implementation of of-13

fice automation systems for the organizations funded 14

under the headings ‘‘Salaries and Expenses, General 15

Legal Activities’’, and ‘‘General Administration, Salaries 16

and Expenses’’, and the United States Attorneys, the 17

United States Marshals Service, the Antitrust Division, 18

the United States Trustee Program, the Executive Office 19

for Immigration Review, the Community Relations Serv-20

ice, the Bureau of Prisons, the Office of Justice Programs, 21

and the United States Parole Commission, $50,000,000, 22

to remain available until September 30, 2006. 23

NARROWBAND COMMUNICATIONS 24

For the costs of conversion to narrowband commu-25

nications, including the cost for operation and mainte-26
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nance of Land Mobile Radio legacy systems, 1

$100,000,000, to remain available until September 30, 2

2006: Provided, That the Attorney General shall transfer 3

to the ‘‘Narrowband Communications’’ account all funds 4

made available to the Department of Justice for the pur-5

chase of portable and mobile radios: Provided further, 6

That any transfer made under the preceding proviso shall 7

be subject to section 605 of this Act. 8

ADMINISTRATIVE REVIEW AND APPEALS 9

For expenses necessary for the administration of par-10

don and clemency petitions and immigration-related activi-11

ties, $202,518,000. 12

DETENTION TRUSTEE 13

For necessary expenses of the Federal Detention 14

Trustee, $938,810,000, to remain available until ex-15

pended: Provided, That the Trustee shall be responsible 16

for managing the Justice Prisoner and Alien Transpor-17

tation System and for overseeing housing related to such 18

detention: Provided further, That any unobligated balances 19

available in prior years from the funds appropriated under 20

the heading ‘‘Federal Prisoner Detention’’ shall be trans-21

ferred to and merged with the appropriation under the 22

heading ‘‘Detention Trustee’’ and shall be available until 23

expended. Provided further, That the Trustee, working in 24

consultation with the Bureau of Prisons, shall submit a 25

plan for collecting information related to evaluating the 26
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health and safety of Federal prisoners in non-Federal in-1

stitutions no later than 180 days following the enactment 2

of this Act. 3

OFFICE OF INSPECTOR GENERAL 4

For necessary expenses of the Office of Inspector 5

General, $63,813,000, including not to exceed $10,000 to 6

meet unforeseen emergencies of a confidential character. 7

UNITED STATES PAROLE COMMISSION 8

SALARIES AND EXPENSES 9

For necessary expenses of the United States Parole 10

Commission as authorized, $10,650,000. 11

LEGAL ACTIVITIES 12

SALARIES AND EXPENSES, GENERAL LEGAL ACTIVITIES 13

For expenses necessary for the legal activities of the 14

Department of Justice, not otherwise provided for, includ-15

ing not to exceed $20,000 for expenses of collecting evi-16

dence, to be expended under the direction of, and to be 17

accounted for solely under the certificate of, the Attorney 18

General; and rent of private or Government-owned space 19

in the District of Columbia, $639,314,000, of which not 20

to exceed $10,000,000 for litigation support contracts 21

shall remain available until expended: Provided, That none 22

of the funds made available in this Act shall be used in 23

any way whatsoever to support or justify the use of torture 24

by any official or contract employee of the United States 25

Government: Provided further, That of the total amount 26
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appropriated, not to exceed $1,000 shall be available to 1

the United States National Central Bureau, INTERPOL, 2

for official reception and representation expenses: Pro-3

vided further, That notwithstanding any other provision of 4

law, upon a determination by the Attorney General that 5

emergent circumstances require additional funding for liti-6

gation activities of the Civil Division, the Attorney General 7

may transfer such amounts to ‘‘Salaries and Expenses, 8

General Legal Activities’’ from available appropriations 9

for the current fiscal year for the Department of Justice, 10

as may be necessary to respond to such circumstances: 11

Provided further, That any transfer pursuant to the pre-12

vious proviso shall be treated as a reprogramming under 13

section 605 of this Act and shall not be available for obli-14

gation or expenditure except in compliance with the proce-15

dures set forth in that section. 16

In addition, for reimbursement of expenses of the De-17

partment of Justice associated with processing cases 18

under the National Childhood Vaccine Injury Act of 1986, 19

not to exceed $6,333,000, to be appropriated from the 20

Vaccine Injury Compensation Trust Fund. 21

SALARIES AND EXPENSES, ANTITRUST DIVISION 22

For expenses necessary for the enforcement of anti-23

trust and kindred laws, $135,463,000, to remain available 24

until expended: Provided, That, notwithstanding any other 25

provision of law, not to exceed $101,000,000 of offsetting 26
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collections derived from fees collected for premerger notifi-1

cation filings under the Hart-Scott-Rodino Antitrust Im-2

provements Act of 1976 (15 U.S.C. 18a), regardless of 3

the year of collection, shall be retained and used for nec-4

essary expenses in this appropriation, and shall remain 5

available until expended: Provided further, That the sum 6

herein appropriated from the general fund shall be re-7

duced as such offsetting collections are received during fis-8

cal year 2005, so as to result in a final fiscal year 2005 9

appropriation from the general fund estimated at not more 10

than $34,463,000. 11

SALARIES AND EXPENSES, UNITED STATES ATTORNEYS 12

For necessary expenses of the Offices of the United 13

States Attorneys, including inter-governmental and coop-14

erative agreements, $1,535,000,000; of which not to ex-15

ceed $2,500,000 shall be available until September 30, 16

2006, for: (1) training personnel in debt collection; (2) lo-17

cating debtors and their property; (3) paying the net costs 18

of selling property; and (4) tracking debts owed to the 19

United States Government: Provided, That of the total 20

amount appropriated, not to exceed $8,000 shall be avail-21

able for official reception and representation expenses: 22

Provided further, That not to exceed $10,000,000 of those 23

funds available for automated litigation support contracts 24

shall remain available until expended: Provided further, 25

That, in addition to reimbursable full-time equivalent 26
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workyears available to the Offices of the United States At-1

torneys, not to exceed 10,238 positions and 10,361 full- 2

time equivalent workyears shall be supported from the 3

funds appropriated in this Act for the United States At-4

torneys. 5

UNITED STATES TRUSTEE SYSTEM FUND 6

For necessary expenses of the United States Trustee 7

Program, as authorized, $172,850,000, to remain avail-8

able until expended and to be derived from the United 9

States Trustee System Fund: Provided, That, notwith-10

standing any other provision of law, deposits to the Fund 11

shall be available in such amounts as may be necessary 12

to pay refunds due depositors: Provided further, That, not-13

withstanding any other provision of law, $172,850,000 of 14

offsetting collections pursuant to 28 U.S.C. 589a(b) shall 15

be retained and used for necessary expenses in this appro-16

priation and remain available until expended: Provided 17

further, That the sum herein appropriated from the Fund 18

shall be reduced as such offsetting collections are received 19

during fiscal year 2005, so as to result in a final fiscal 20

year 2005 appropriation from the Fund estimated at $0. 21

For expenses necessary to carry out the activities of 24

the Foreign Claims Settlement Commission, including 25

services as authorized by 5 U.S.C. 3109, $1,220,000.

SERVICE 2

For necessary expenses of the United States Mar-3

shals Service, $752,070,000; of which $17,472,000 shall 4

be available for 106 supervisory deputy marshal positions 5

for courthouse security; of which not to exceed $6,000 6

shall be available for official reception and representation 7

expenses; and of which $4,000,000 for information tech-8

nology systems shall remain available until expended; of 9

which not less than $8,221,000 shall be available for the 10

costs of courthouse security equipment, including fur-11

nishings, relocations, and telephone systems and cabling, 12

and shall remain available until September 30, 2006: Pro-13

vided, That, in addition to reimbursable full-time equiva-14

lent workyears available to the United States Marshals 15

Service, not to exceed 4,578 positions and 4,404 full-time 16

equivalent workyears shall be supported from the funds 17

appropriated in this Act for the United States Marshals 18

Service. 19

CONSTRUCTION 20

For construction of United States Marshals Service 21

prisoner-holding space in United States courthouses and 22

Federal buildings, $1,371,000, to remain available until 23

expended. 24
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FEES AND EXPENSES OF WITNESSES 1

For fees and expenses of witnesses, for expenses of 2

contracts for the procurement and supervision of expert 3

witnesses, for private counsel expenses, including ad-4

vances, $177,585,000, to remain available until expended; 5

of which not to exceed $8,000,000 may be made available 6

for construction of buildings for protected witness 7

safesites; of which not to exceed $1,000,000 may be made 8

available for the purchase and maintenance of armored ve-9

hicles for transportation of protected witnesses; and of 10

which not to exceed $7,000,000 may be made available 11

for the purchase, installation, maintenance and upgrade 12

of secure telecommunications equipment and a secure 13

automated information network to store and retrieve the 14

identities and locations of protected witnesses. 15

SALARIES AND EXPENSES, COMMUNITY RELATIONS 16

SERVICE 17

For necessary expenses of the Community Relations 18

Service, $9,833,000: Provided, That notwithstanding any 19

other provision of law, upon a determination by the Attor-20

ney General that emergent circumstances require addi-21

tional funding for conflict resolution and violence preven-22

tion activities of the Community Relations Service, the At-23

torney General may transfer such amounts to the Commu-24

nity Relations Service, from available appropriations for 25

the current fiscal year for the Department of Justice, as 26
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may be necessary to respond to such circumstances: Pro-1

vided further, That any transfer pursuant to the previous 2

proviso shall be treated as a reprogramming under section 3

605 of this Act and shall not be available for obligation 4

or expenditure except in compliance with the procedures 5

set forth in that section. 6

ASSETS FORFEITURE FUND 7

For expenses authorized by 28 U.S.C. 524(c)(1)(B), 8

(F), and (G), $21,759,000, to be derived from the Depart-9

ment of Justice Assets Forfeiture Fund. 10

PAYMENT TO RADIATION EXPOSURE COMPENSATION 11

TRUST FUND 12

In addition to amounts appropriated by subsection 13

3(e) of the Radiation Exposure Compensation Act (42 14

U.S. Code 2210 note), $72,000,000 for payment to the 15

Radiation Exposure Compensation Trust Fund, to remain 16

available until expended. 17

INTERAGENCY LAW ENFORCEMENT 18

INTERAGENCY CRIME AND DRUG ENFORCEMENT 19

For necessary expenses for the identification, inves-20

tigation, and prosecution of individuals associated with the 21

most significant drug trafficking and affiliated money 22

laundering organizations not otherwise provided for, to in-23

clude inter-governmental agreements with State and local 24

law enforcement agencies engaged in the investigation and 25

prosecution of individuals involved in organized crime drug 26
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trafficking, $561,033,000, of which $50,000,000 shall re-1

main available until expended: Provided, That any 2

amounts obligated from appropriations under this heading 3

may be used under authorities available to the organiza-4

tions reimbursed from this appropriation. 5

FEDERAL BUREAU OF INVESTIGATION 6

SALARIES AND EXPENSES 7

For necessary expenses of the Federal Bureau of In-8

vestigation for detection, investigation, and prosecution of 9

crimes against the United States; including purchase for 10

police-type use of not to exceed 2,988 passenger motor ve-11

hicles, of which 2,619 will be for replacement only; and 12

not to exceed $70,000 to meet unforeseen emergencies of 13

a confidential character pursuant to 28 U.S.C. 530C, 14

$5,205,028,000; of which not to exceed $150,000,000 15

shall remain available until expended; of which 16

$916,000,000 shall be for counterterrorism investigations, 17

foreign counterintelligence, and other activities related to 18

our national security; of which $56,349,000 shall be for 19

the operations, equipment, and facilities of the Foreign 20

Terrorist Tracking Task Force; and of which not to exceed 21

$20,000,000 is authorized to be made available for making 22

advances for expenses arising out of contractual or reim-23

bursable agreements with State and local law enforcement 24

agencies while engaged in cooperative activities related to 25
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violent crime, terrorism, organized crime, gang-related 1

crime, cybercrime, and drug investigations: Provided, That 2

not to exceed $200,000 shall be available for official recep-3

tion and representation expenses: Provided further, That, 4

in addition to reimbursable full-time equivalent workyears 5

available to the Federal Bureau of Investigation, not to 6

exceed 30,078 positions and 29,102 full-time equivalent 7

workyears shall be supported from the funds appropriated 8

in this Act for the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 9

CONSTRUCTION 10

For necessary expenses to construct or acquire build-11

ings and sites by purchase, or as otherwise authorized by 12

law (including equipment for such buildings); conversion 13

and extension of Federally-owned buildings; and prelimi-14

nary planning and design of projects; $10,242,000, to re-15

main available until expended: Provided, That $9,000,000 16

shall be available to lease a records management facility, 17

including equipment and relocation expenses, in Frederick 18

County, Virginia. 19

DRUG ENFORCEMENT ADMINISTRATION 20

SALARIES AND EXPENSES 21

For necessary expenses of the Drug Enforcement Ad-22

ministration, including not to exceed $70,000 to meet un-23

foreseen emergencies of a confidential character pursuant 24

to 28 U.S.C. 530C; expenses for conducting drug edu-25

cation and training programs, including travel and related 26
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expenses for participants in such programs and the dis-1

tribution of items of token value that promote the goals 2

of such programs; and purchase of not to exceed 1,461 3

passenger motor vehicles, of which 1,346 will be for re-4

placement only, for police-type use, $1,661,503,000; of 5

which not to exceed $75,000,000 shall remain available 6

until expended; and of which not to exceed $100,000 shall 7

be available for official reception and representation ex-8

penses: Provided, That, in addition to reimbursable full- 9

time equivalent workyears available to the Drug Enforce-10

ment Administration, not to exceed 8,440 positions and 11

8,289 full-time equivalent workyears shall be supported 12

from the funds appropriated in this Act for the Drug En-13

forcement Administration: Provided further, That not to 14

exceed $8,100,000 from prior year unobligated balances 15

shall be available for the design, construction and owner-16

ship of a clandestine laboratory training facility and shall 17

remain available until expended. 18

BUREAU OF ALCOHOL, TOBACCO, FIREARMS AND 19

EXPLOSIVES 20

SALARIES AND EXPENSES 21

For necessary expenses of the Bureau of Alcohol, To-22

bacco, Firearms and Explosives, including the purchase of 23

not to exceed 822 vehicles for police-type use, of which 24

650 shall be for replacement only; not to exceed $18,000 25
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for official reception and representation expenses; for 1

training of State and local law enforcement agencies with 2

or without reimbursement, including training in connec-3

tion with the training and acquisition of canines for explo-4

sives and fire accelerants detection; and for provision of 5

laboratory assistance to State and local law enforcement 6

agencies, with or without reimbursement, $870,357,000, 7

of which not to exceed $1,000,000 shall be available for 8

the payment of attorneys’ fees as provided by 18 U.S.C. 9

924(d)(2); and of which $10,000,000 shall remain avail-10

able until expended: Provided, That no funds appropriated 11

herein shall be available for salaries or administrative ex-12

penses in connection with consolidating or centralizing, 13

within the Department of Justice, the records, or any por-14

tion thereof, of acquisition and disposition of firearms 15

maintained by Federal firearms licensees: Provided fur-16

ther, That no funds appropriated herein shall be used to 17

pay administrative expenses or the compensation of any 18

officer or employee of the United States to implement an 19

amendment or amendments to 27 CFR 178.118 or to 20

change the definition of ‘‘Curios or relics’’ in 27 CFR 21

178.11 or remove any item from ATF Publication 22

5300.11 as it existed on January 1, 1994: Provided fur-23

ther, That none of the funds appropriated herein shall be 24

available to investigate or act upon applications for relief 25
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from Federal firearms disabilities under 18 U.S.C. 925(c): 1

Provided further, That such funds shall be available to in-2

vestigate and act upon applications filed by corporations 3

for relief from Federal firearms disabilities under section 4

925(c) of title 18, United States Code: Provided further, 5

That no funds made available by this or any other Act 6

may be used to transfer the functions, missions, or activi-7

ties of the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and Ex-8

plosives to other agencies or Departments in fiscal year 9

2005: Provided further, That no funds appropriated under 10

this or any other Act with respect to any fiscal year may 11

be used to disclose part or all of the contents of the Fire-12

arms Trace System database maintained by the National 13

Trace Center of the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, Fire-14

arms, and Explosives or any information required to be 15

kept by licensees pursuant to section 923(g) of title 18, 16

United States Code, or required to be reported pursuant 17

to paragraphs (3) and (7) of such section 923(g), to any-18

one other than a Federal, State, or local law enforcement 19

agency or a prosecutor solely in connection with and for 20

use in a bona fide criminal investigation or prosecution 21

and then only such information as pertains to the geo-22

graphic jurisdiction of the law enforcement agency re-23

questing the disclosure and not for use in any civil action 24

or proceeding other than an action or proceeding com-25
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menced by the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms, and 1

Explosives, or a review of such an action or proceeding, 2

to enforce the provisions of chapter 44 of such title, and 3

all such data shall be immune from legal process and shall 4

not be subject to subpoena or other discovery in any civil 5

action in a State or Federal court or in any administrative 6

proceeding other than a proceeding commenced by the Bu-7

reau of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms, and Explosives to en-8

force the provisions of that chapter, or a review of such 9

an action or proceeding; except that this proviso shall not 10

be construed to prevent the disclosure of statistical infor-11

mation concerning total production, importation, and ex-12

portation by each licensed importer (as defined in section 13

921(a)(9) of such title) and licensed manufacturer (as de-14

fined in section 921(a)(10) of such title): Provided further, 15

That no funds made available by this or any other Act 16

shall be expended to promulgate or implement any rule 17

requiring a physical inventory of any business licensed 18

under section 923 of title 18, United States Code: Pro-19

vided further, That no funds under this Act may be used 20

to electronically retrieve information gathered pursuant to 21

18 U.S.C. 923(g)(4) by name or any personal identifica-22

tion code: Provided further, That no funds authorized or 23

made available under this or any other Act may be used 24

to deny any application for a license under section 923 25
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of title 18, United States Code, or renewal of such a li-1

cense due to a lack of business activity, provided that the 2

applicant is otherwise eligible to receive such a license, and 3

is eligible to report business income or to claim an income 4

tax deduction for business expenses under the Internal 5

Revenue Code of 1986. 6

FEDERAL PRISON SYSTEM 7

SALARIES AND EXPENSES 8

For expenses necessary for the administration, oper-9

ation, and maintenance of Federal penal and correctional 10

institutions, including purchase (not to exceed 780, of 11

which 649 are for replacement only) and hire of law en-12

forcement and passenger motor vehicles, and for the provi-13

sion of technical assistance and advice on corrections re-14

lated issues to foreign governments, $4,567,232,000: Pro-15

vided, That the Attorney General may transfer to the 16

Health Resources and Services Administration such 17

amounts as may be necessary for direct expenditures by 18

that Administration for medical relief for inmates of Fed-19

eral penal and correctional institutions: Provided further, 20

That the Director of the Federal Prison System, where 21

necessary, may enter into contracts with a fiscal agent/ 22

fiscal intermediary claims processor to determine the 23

amounts payable to persons who, on behalf of the Federal 24

Prison System, furnish health services to individuals com-25
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mitted to the custody of the Federal Prison System: Pro-1

vided further, That not to exceed $6,000 shall be available 2

for official reception and representation expenses: Pro-3

vided further, That not to exceed $50,000,000 shall re-4

main available until September 30, 2006: Provided further, 5

That, of the amounts provided for Contract Confinement, 6

not to exceed $20,000,000 shall remain available until ex-7

pended to make payments in advance for grants, contracts 8

and reimbursable agreements, and other expenses author-9

ized by section 501(c) of the Refugee Education Assist-10

ance Act of 1980, for the care and security in the United 11

States of Cuban and Haitian entrants: Provided further, 12

That the Director of the Federal Prison System may ac-13

cept donated property and services relating to the oper-14

ation of the prison card program from a not-for-profit en-15

tity which has operated such program in the past notwith-16

standing the fact that such not-for-profit entity furnishes 17

services under contracts to the Federal Prison System re-18

lating to the operation of pre-release services, halfway 19

houses or other custodial facilities. 20

BUILDINGS AND FACILITIES 21

For planning, acquisition of sites and construction of 22

new facilities; purchase and acquisition of facilities and re-23

modeling, and equipping of such facilities for penal and 24

correctional use, including all necessary expenses incident 25

thereto, by contract or force account; and constructing, 26
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remodeling, and equipping necessary buildings and facili-1

ties at existing penal and correctional institutions, includ-2

ing all necessary expenses incident thereto, by contract or 3

force account, $189,000,000, to remain available until ex-4

pended, of which not to exceed $14,000,000 shall be avail-5

able to construct areas for inmate work programs: Pro-6

vided, That labor of United States prisoners may be used 7

for work performed under this appropriation: Provided 8

further, That not to exceed 10 percent of the funds appro-9

priated to ‘‘Buildings and Facilities’’ in this or any other 10

Act may be transferred to ‘‘Salaries and Expenses’’, Fed-11

eral Prison System, upon notification by the Attorney 12

General to the Committees on Appropriations of the 13

House of Representatives and the Senate in compliance 14

with provisions set forth in section 605 of this Act. 15

FEDERAL PRISON INDUSTRIES, INCORPORATED 16

The Federal Prison Industries, Incorporated, is here-17

by authorized to make such expenditures, within the limits 18

of funds and borrowing authority available, and in accord 19

with the law, and to make such contracts and commit-20

ments, without regard to fiscal year limitations as pro-21

vided by section 9104 of title 31, United States Code, as 22

may be necessary in carrying out the program set forth 23

in the budget for the current fiscal year for such corpora-24

tion, including purchase (not to exceed five for replace-25

ment only) and hire of passenger motor vehicles. 26
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LIMITATION ON ADMINISTRATIVE EXPENSES, FEDERAL 1

(2) any system to implement subsection 922(t) 19

of title 18, United States Code, that does not re-20

quire and result in the destruction of any identifying 21

information submitted by or on behalf of any person 22

who has been determined not to be prohibited from 23

possessing or receiving a firearm no more than 24 24

hours after the system advises a Federal firearms li-25
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censee that possession or receipt of a firearm by the 1

prospective transferee would not violate subsection 2

(g) or (n) of section 922 of title 18, United States 3

Code, or State law. 4

SEC. 616. Notwithstanding any other provision of 5

law, amounts deposited or available in the Fund estab-6

lished under 42 U.S.C. 10601 in any fiscal year in excess 7

of $650,000,000 shall not be available for obligation until 8

the following fiscal year. 9

SEC. 617. None of the funds made available to the 10

Department of Justice in this Act may be used to discrimi-11

nate against or denigrate the religious or moral beliefs of 12

students who participate in programs for which financial 13

assistance is provided from those funds, or of the parents 14

or legal guardians of such students. 15

SEC. 618. None of the funds appropriated or other-16

wise made available to the Department of State shall be 17

available for the purpose of granting either immigrant or 18

nonimmigrant visas, or both, consistent with the deter-19

mination of the Secretary of State under section 243(d) 20

of the Immigration and Nationality Act, to citizens, sub-21

jects, nationals, or residents of countries that the Sec-22

retary of Homeland Security has determined deny or un-23

reasonably delay accepting the return of citizens, subjects, 24

nationals, or residents under that section. 25
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SEC. 619. None of the funds made available to the 1

Department of Justice in this Act may be used for the 2

purpose of transporting an individual who is a prisoner 3

pursuant to conviction for crime under State or Federal 4

law and is classified as a maximum or high security pris-5

oner, other than to a prison or other facility certified by 6

the Federal Bureau of Prisons as appropriately secure for 7

housing such a prisoner. 8

SEC. 620. (a) None of the funds appropriated by this 9

Act may be used by Federal prisons to purchase cable tele-10

vision services, to rent or purchase videocassettes, video-11

cassette recorders, or other audiovisual or electronic equip-12

ment used primarily for recreational purposes. 13

(b) The preceding sentence does not preclude the 14

renting, maintenance, or purchase of audiovisual or elec-15

tronic equipment for inmate training, religious, or edu-16

cational programs. 17

SEC. 621. None of the funds made available in this 18

Act may be transferred to any department, agency, or in-19

strumentality of the United States Government, except 20

pursuant to a transfer made by, or transfer authority pro-21

vided in, this Act or any other appropriation Act. 22

SEC. 622. The Departments of Commerce, Justice, 23

State, the Judiciary, the Securities and Exchange Com-24

mission and the Small Business Administration shall, not 25
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later than two months after the date of the enactment of 1

this Act, certify that telecommuting opportunities are 2

made available to 100 percent of the eligible workforce: 3

Provided, That, of the total amounts appropriated to the 4

Departments of Commerce, Justice, State, the Judiciary, 5

the Securities and Exchange Commission and the Small 6

Business Administration, $5,000,000 shall be available 7

only upon such certification: Provided further, That each 8

Department or agency shall provide quarterly reports to 9

the Committees on Appropriations on the status of tele-10

commuting programs, including the number of Federal 11

employees eligible for, and participating in, such pro-12

grams: Provided further, That each Department or agency 13

shall designate a ‘‘Telework Coordinator’’ to be respon-14

sible for overseeing the implementation and operations of 15

telecommuting programs, and serve as a point of contact 16

on such programs for the Committees on Appropriations. 17

SEC. 623. (a) Tracing studies conducted by the Bu-18

reau of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and Explosives are re-19

leased without adequate disclaimers regarding the limita-20

tions of the data. 21

(b) The Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and 22

Explosives shall include in all such data releases, language 23

similar to the following that would make clear that trace 24
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data cannot be used to draw broad conclusions about fire-1

arms-related crime: 2

(1) Firearm traces are designed to assist law 3

enforcement authorities in conducting investigations 4

by tracking the sale and possession of specific fire-5

arms. Law enforcement agencies may request fire-6

arms traces for any reason, and those reasons are 7

not necessarily reported to the Federal Government. 8

Not all firearms used in crime are traced and not all 9

firearms traced are used in crime. 10

(2) Firearms selected for tracing are not chosen 11

for purposes of determining which types, makes or 12

models of firearms are used for illicit purposes. The 13

firearms selected do not constitute a random sample 14

and should not be considered representative of the 15

larger universe of all firearms used by criminals, or 16

any subset of that universe. Firearms are normally 17

traced to the first retail seller, and sources reported 18

for firearms traced do not necessarily represent the 19

sources or methods by which firearms in general are 20

acquired for use in crime. 21

SEC. 624. None of the funds appropriated or other-22

wise made available under this Act may be used to issue 23

patents on claims directed to or encompassing a human 24

organism. 25
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SEC. 625. None of the funds made available in this 1

Act may be used to pay expenses for any United States 2

delegation to the United Nations Human Rights Commis-3

sion if such commission is chaired or presided over by a 4

country, the government of which the Secretary of State 5

has determined, for purposes of section 6(j)(1) of the Ex-6

port Administration Act of 1979 (50 U.S.C. App. 7

2405(j)(1)), has repeatedly provided support for acts of 8

international terrorism. 9

SEC. 626. Section 604 of the Secure Embassy Con-10

struction and Counterterrorism Act of 1999 (title VI of 11

division A of H.R. 3427, as enacted by section 1000(a)(7) 12

of Public Law 106–113) is amended by adding the fol-13

lowing new subsection at the end: 14

‘‘(e) CAPITAL SECURITY COST SHARING.— 15

‘‘(1) AUTHORITY.—Notwithstanding any other 16

provision of law, all agencies with personnel overseas 17

subject to chief of mission authority pursuant to sec-18

tion 207 of the Foreign Service Act of 1980 (22 19

U.S.C. 3927) shall participate and provide funding 20

in advance for their share of costs of providing new, 21

safe, secure United States diplomatic facilities, with-22

out offsets, on the basis of the total overseas pres-23

ence of each agency as determined annually by the 24

Secretary of State in consultation with such agency. 25
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Amounts advanced by such agencies to the Depart-1

ment of State shall be credited to the Embassy Se-2

curity, Construction and Maintenance account, and 3

remain available until expended. 4

‘‘(2) IMPLEMENTATION.—Implementation of 5

this subsection shall be carried out in a manner that 6

encourages right-sizing of each agency’s overseas 7

presence. 8

‘‘(3) EXCLUSION.—For purposes of this sub-9

section ‘agency’ does not include the Marine Secu-10

rity Guard.’’. 11
